FARMERS’  FAIR— PREMIUn  LIST 


Ivcgattas  have  been  held  at  Aetovia 
for  nearly  twelve  yeais,  attracting  large 
crowds  and  entertaining  many  people 
both  from  home  and  abroad. 

But  the  citizens  concluded  that  an 
addition  could  be  made  to  the  enter¬ 
tainment.  Additions  that  would  make 
known  the  dairy  and  agricultural  re- 
soucccs  of  the  Lower  Columbia  Valley, 
encourage  and  incite  the  faemers  to 
greater  efforts  and  develop  the  farm¬ 
ing  industr}'.  Pursuant  to  that  con¬ 
clusion  an  exhibit  of  agricultural  pro¬ 
ducts  was  made  during  the  Regatta  of 
1905  which  was  creditable  under  the 
ciivumstances  and  greatly  encouraged 
the  advocates  of  the  project.  This  year 
a  greater  c.xhibit  is  contemplated  and  a 
stock  show  will  be  adiled.

GENERAL  RULES 

The  Regatta  Committee  liave  full  power  over  all  races. 
All  questions  arising  in  the  sailing  of  various  events  shall 
he  settled  by  the  jiidges,  and  their  decisions  shall  he  based 
upon  these  rides  so  far  as  tlu'v  will  apply,  and  sneh  de¬ 
cisions,  if  no  appeal  is  made  to  the  general  committee,  shall 
be  final.  The  judges  shall  make  reports  of  the  results  to 
the  general  committee  of  each  day’s  race,  within  five  hours 
from  the  ending  of  the  last  race,  after  whieh  the  secretary 
shall  give  to  the  owner  of  each  winning  boat,  an  order  on 
th'*  treasurer,  apiiroved  by  the  chairman  of  the  general  eonv 
mittee,  for  jirize  won,  if  no  appeal  be  made  as  above. 

Ruue  1st.  * IMe.vsithements. .. Owners  desiiang  to  have 
their  boats  measured  shall  givi*  notic('  at  the  regatta  lu'ad- 
(piarters,  within  a  ri'asonahle  time  before  tin*  first  day  of 
the  regatta. 

Rule  2.  Entries.  All  enti’ies  must  he  mad(‘  at  regatta 
headquarters  before  the  first  day  of  the  regatta., Entry  fees 
for  all  sailing  and  rowing  races,  one  dollar. 

Rule  3.  No  prize  shall  he  awarded  in  any  race  unless 
two  or  more  contestants  start. 

Rule  4.  Cl.vssikication,  Courses  and  Sails.  Will  he 
designated  by  the  regatta  committee  in  each  day’s  program. 
Every  sloop  shall  carry  her  private  signal  at  the  peak.  A 
racing  flag  must  also  he  carried  by  cathoats  at  the  mast¬ 
head.  Any  sloop  or  cathoat  not  complying  with  this  ride, 
unless  prevented  by  an  accident  oeenrring  after  starting. 


OF  THE  REGATTA. 

shall  forfeit  all  claims  to  a  prize. 

Rule  5.  Meeting.  Boats  going  free  must  always  give 
way  to  those  by  the  wind.  Boats  on  the  starboard  tack  shall 
have  the  right  of  way.  If  two  yachts  are  meeting  end  on, 
or  nearly  end  on,  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  the  helms 
of  both  shall  be  put  to  the  port  so  that  each  may  pass  on  the 
port  side  of  each  other. 

Rule  h.  Ovturtaking,  Rounding,  Etc.  A  boat  over¬ 
taking  another  shall  keep  out  of  her  way,  but  when  round¬ 
ing  any  Imoy  or  ve.ssel  used  to  mark  out  the  cour.se,  if  two 
yachts  are  not  clear  of  the  mark,  whether  it  he  the  lea  or 
weather  boat  which  is  in  danger  of  fouling  it.  No  boat 
shall  he  considered  clear  of  another,  unless  she  is  so  much 
ahead  as  to  give  the  other  a  free  choice  on  which  side  she 
will  pass.  An  overtaking  boat  shall  not,  however,  he  ju.sti- 
fied  in  attemtping  to  establish  an  overlap,  and  thus  force  a 
l)as.sage  between  leading  boat  and  the  mark,  after  latter 
boat  has  altered  her  helm  for  the  i)urpo.se  of  rounding. 

Rule  7.  Obstructions  to  Sea  Room.  When  passing 
any  obstruction  to  sea  room,  should  boats  not  he  clear  of 
each  other,  the  outside  boat  or  lioats  must  give  room  to  the 
boat  in  danger  of  fouling  such  obstruction,  whether  it  he 
the  lea  or  weather  boat;  provided,  always  an  overlap  has 
lieen  established  before  an  obstruction  is  actually  reached. 

Rule  8.  Luffing  and  Bearing  Away.  A' boat  may  luff 
as  she  pleases  to  jirevent  another  boat  from  passing  to  wind- 


wai’d  but  must  not  bein'  out  of  hei’  coui’se  to  biuder 

the  other  passing  to  windward.  The  lea  siile  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  that  on  which  the  leading  boat  carries  her  main 
boom.  The  overtaking  boat,  if  to  leeward,  mu.st  not  luff 
until  she  had  drawn  clear  ahead  of  the  boat  she  has  over¬ 
taken. 

Rule  0.  Close  Hauled  Approaching  Shore.  If  two 
floats  are  standing  towards  a  shore  or  shoal,  or  towards  any 
buoy,  boat  or  vessel  and  the  boat  leeward  is  likely  to  run 
aground,  or  foul  of  such  buoy,  boat  or  ves.sel  (except  as 
provided  in  rule  6)  and  is  not  able  to  tack  without  coming 
into  collision  with  the  boat  to  windward,  the  latter  shall  at 
once  tack  on  being  hailed  to  do  so  by  the  person  sailing  the 
leeward  boat,  who  must  see  that  his  own  boat  tacks  at  the 
same  time. 

Rltle  10.  Fouling.  Each  of  the  boats  must  fairly 
round  the  course,  and  must  not  touch  any  buoy  or  vessel 
needed  to  mark  it  out,  but  shall  not  be  disqualified  if 
wrongly  compelled  to  do  so  by  another  boat.  If  a  boat  in 
consequence  of  her  neglect  of  any  of  these  rules  shall  foul 
another  boat,  or  compel  other  boats  to  foul,  she  shall  forfeit 
all  claim  to  the  prize,  and  shall  pay  all  damages. 

This  rule  applies  to  fishing  boats  (anchor  start)  only 
after  they  have  rounded  the  first  buoy,  no  foul  being  al¬ 
lowed  from  the  start  to  the  fir.st  buoy. 

Rule  11.  Propulsion  and  Sounding.  No  means  of  pro¬ 
pulsion,  except  sails  shall  be  allowed.  Nothing  but  a  hand 
line  and  lead  shall  be  used  for  sounding  during  a  race. 


Rule  12.  Protests.  Any  boat  desiring  to  protest  must 
at  once  show  the  regatta  signal  conspicuously  in  the  rig¬ 
ging,  and  keep  it  flying  until  she  has  crossed  the  line  or  has 
entered  her  protest.  Protests  must  be  made  in  writing, 
within  two  hours  after  the  conclusion  of  the  race. 

Rule  13.  Hails.  Scow  schooners  and  cannery  tenders 
will  use  only  their  working  sails.  AVinner  of  fir.st  prize  in 
all  boat  races  (sailing  first  day)  will  not  be  able  to  jiar- 
ticipate  in  the  second  day’s  race. 

Rule  14.  Starting.  Five  minutes  before  the  time  for 
starting  each  race  a  preparatory  gun  will  be  fired  from  the 
flagship.  The  second  gun  is  for  .starting  and  any  boat  fail¬ 
ing  to  cross  the  line  within  5  minutes  after  the  second  gun 
shall  be  dis(iualified.
